DAVID PHILLIPS MAKES 
STATEMENT TO THE JURY 


David R. Phillips, on trial for 
the murder of W. H. Holland, 
made the following statement 
to the jury yesterday afternoon: 

“T don't know anything about 
the murder of Mr. Holland. I 
have had no intimate relations 
with Mrs. Holland. As far as I 
know she is a perfect lady. Il 
had a grocery store, and did my 
own collecting. I often met lia- 
dies, and sometimes Mrs. Hol- 
land, in a business way. I never 
new Nation and Black. As for 
Mrs. Pierce saying she heard 
me say I had shot a fellow, it is 
absolutely. false. I never owned 
a shotgun in my Hlfe. I was 
raised in the country, and I 
hunted by chasing with rocks. 
It is absolutely false about my 
being at the hotel with Mrs. 
Holland. It was not the morn- 
ing of April 8 that the police- 
men met me. It was on April 3, 
and they had a negro woman 
with them. "Officer Gorman . 
asked mé for a drink, and I told 
him he had enough. When J.met 

. the officers in the drug store we 
talked about them scaring a lit- 
tle girl. I was never. inside the 
house of Lula Smith, the negro 
woman.” 

At a suggestion by Attorney 
Kilpatrick, Phillips added that 
he was at home with his wife 
on the night Holland was killed.

The trial of David R. Phillips for the 
killing of Watchman W. H. Holland 
occupied the whole of yesterday in the 
superior court, and will be resumed 
again this morning at 8:30 o'clock. It 
will take the remainder of the day 
to conclude jt. 

When court adjourned in the after- 
noon, the defense and the state had 
rested their case, and the state will go 
into the rebuttal this morning. 

The feature of Friday's evidence was 
the statement of the prisoner, which 
is given in full elsewhere. He denied 
all knowledge of the crime, and said 
he had never been intimate with Mrs. 
Holland.

Numerous witnesses were ‘ntroduced 


by the state to show that Phillips and 
Mrs. Holland met ‘frequently at va- 
rious places. The defense had several 
witnesses who swore they would not 
believe Mrs. Sallie Pierce on oath. 
Said Witnesses Were Paid. 

Colonel Kilpatrick, for the defense, 
made a statement during an argument 
on the admission of certain evidence 
in whch he sajd that the state had 
‘hired henchmen and paid witnesses.” 
He said his remarks did not apply to 
Solicitor Hill. 

Ona important witness for the state 
was W. J. McGee, who told of a state- 
ment made to him by Phillips, in which 
the latter said he was hav ng trouble 
about going with a man’s wife, and if 
the fellow bothered him he would blow 
his head off. 

Mrs. Holland took the stand for the 
defense. This is the first time that 
court officers can recall when the 
widow of a murderes man appeared 
as a witness for the man who was be- 
ing tried for the murder of her hus- 
band. Mrs. Holland denied that she 
and Phillips had been jntimate, and 
gave a brief story of her life. 

A little mpple of excitement was 
@aused when a number of people ap- 
plauded and laughed because a 
hotel man said his place was “all 
right.” It was the hotel that a 
witness said Phillips and Mrs. 
Holland visited. One man who laugh- 
ed and applauded was H. Cc. Williams, 
and a bailiff yanked him before the 
judge, who reprimanded Williams. The 
-offender apologized, prom‘sed he would 
not do so again and was let off. 

It seems that the name of the young 
man who bomrds at Mrs. Pierce's house 
is Sam Lyons and not Sam Lowndes. 

Cerroborated Mre. Pierce. 

Miss Nina Hornady, 65 East Linden, 
testifed that she knew Mrs. Sf. 
Pierce, and had been giving her music 
lessons since April 18. 3 

On the cross-examination, witness 
said Mrs. Pierce took her lessons dur- 
ing the first two weeks between 5 and 
6 o'clock. and thereafter between 12 
and 1 o'clock. 

Mrs. Pierce had testified that she 
was on her way to take a music lesson 
about 2 o'clock when she overheard 
Phillips tell Nation that he had “blown 
the top of his head off.” She said 
the house was No. 25 Linden avenue. 
Mies Hornady said there was no 25.

» The execution was entirely devoid 
of any unusual features. Brooks went 
to the gallows with little signs of 
nervousness, and kept himself well in 
nand, even while the cap and rope 
were being adjusted. Only the ner-

the mental strain he was under. 
neck was broken by the. fall! 
death resulted in record time. 

While on the scaffold the negro pro- 
fessed religion and expressed belief 
that he had received forgiveness for 
the crime which he claimed 
deplore. Two negro ministers were 
present at the execution, and with 
them Brooks sang a hymn in a steady 
voice, just before the black cap was 
put over his head. 

Remarkable Criminal. 

Brooks was far above the average 
negro criminal in intelligence, as evi- 
denced by the remarkable career which 
finally ended in his arrest and con- 
viction. In less than three months 
he entered and robbed, according to his 
own statement, more than twenty-five 
houses in different parts of the city, 
and in spite of the fact that the en- 
tire police force was after him, was 
never apprehended until some three 
weeks after he shot and killed. Steve

the twenty-three burglaries to which 
he confessed, he secured almost $600 
worth of loot, practically all of which 
was recovered by Detectives Black and 
Bullock after his arrest. 


HARRIS VIMDICATED.. 
OF MURDER CHARGE 


Manassas, Va.. June 17—''Not guilty,” 
was the verdict of the- jury rendered 
late today in the case of Professor J. 
LD. Harris, former principal of the War- 
renton High school, who was tried 
here on the charge of having murdered 
W.A. Thompson, associate editor of The 
Warrenton’ .irginian, on the streets of 
Warrenton in Apr!!, 1909. The case 
went to the jury at 1:15 o'clock and 
the verdict was announced at 4 o'clock. 

When the announcement of ‘not 
guilty” wag made by the foreman of 
the jury, sévéeral women ‘in the court 
room applauded -and the . accused 
sprang to his feet and embraced his 
sister, who sat faithfully by his side 
during the trial. Judge Thornton 
promptly fined those in contempt of 
court, but afterwards remitted the fine.

Excited Break in Cotton, 

Immediately after the indictment 
was announced there was an excited 
break on the New York cotton ex- 
change, July and August deliveries de- 
clining about $1.50 a bale, July selling 
at 14.81 and August at 14.35. as against 
15.12 and 14.64 at the close of the bus- 
iness the previous night. The bull 
leaders, however. appeared to be in no 
manner disturbed by the government's 
action and by their buying orders 
helped to rally prices during the last 
few minutes, July closing at 14.92 and 
August 14.49 bid, or about 11 to 14 
points up from the low level of the 
day.

HOUSE PASSES. 
“REFORM” RULE 


Washington, June 17.—The, house of 
representatives, which has seen many 
days of dissension during the present 
seksion over the question of the rules 
of that body, today furnished the Te- 
markable spectacle of passing, with 
only one lone member voting tn oppo- 
sition, a stronglvy-worded “reform” 
rule, designed to correct an acknow]l- 
edged legisiative abuse—the “smother- 
ing’ of legislation in committee. Dem- 
ocrats, republicans and “insurgents” 
joined hands harmoniously in adopting 
the rule. 

Racker Assailed New Rule, 

Representative Rucker, democrat, of 
Missouri, was the lone member who 


stood out against it. He assailed the. 


new rule in vigorous language, and 
was joined fn his denunciation by Rep- 
resentative Sims, democrat, of Tennes- 
see. The latter, however, @id not vote 
against its adoption. 

Representative Champ Clark, the mi- 
nority leader, supported the rule “as 
a forward step in reforming the rules 
of the house,” and asserted that he 
himself was the author. Representa- 
tive Daizell, of Pennsylvania, and Rep- 
resentative Smith, of Iowa, from among 
the “regular” leaders, supported it also 
as something which a majority of the 
house demanded. Representative 
Payne, the republican floor leader, ob- 
jected to one of its provisions, but 
voted for the rule.

Police Committee Decides Whites 
and Blacks Must Be 
Seprepated, 


SIXTEEN APPLICATIONS 
FOR LICENSES REFUSED 


Editorial in Constitution on 
Crime and Disregard of Law 
Is Given Hearty Indorsement 
by Both Ministers and Citi- 


zens Present at Meeting of 


That there shall be no more near 
beer saloons in that territory north 
of Edgewood avenue and east of North 
Pryor street, and that the whites and 
blacks must be segregated, are the 
two recommendations the police com- 
mittee wil! make to council on Mon- 
day. 

The section which is eliminated from 
the near beer zone takes in Ivy street 
from Edgewood avenue out, Courtland 
street from Edgewood on out; Pied- 
mont avenue, from Edgewood avenue 
on out; Butler street, from Edgewood 
avenue on out; and from Auburn av- 
enue and Pryor street east; from Hous. 
ton street and Pryor east) from Cain 
street and Peachtree east; from Har- 
ris and Peachtree east. On most of 
these streets there are now some near 


beer saloons. 
These wiil be no longer allowed to 


exist. 

The near beer zone is to be confined 
Fo a narrower section than before; the 
serving of lunches to whites a d blacks 
in the same restaurant, and the send- 
ing of near beer out to negro women 
and children, must also be stopped, de- 
clares thig committee. 

In addition sixteen applications for 
licenses will be reported adversely and

Sixteen Business MenPay 
for Seats. | 


Five Others Have Signified 
Their Intention of Buying 
Seats---Backers of Movement 
Are Receiving Encouragement 


From All Sides. 


Atlanta’s stock exchange is a cer- 
tainty, and its success already assured, 
if present indications may be taken as 
a gauge. Sixteén of the city’s most 


turned in the $100 in payment for. 
seats, while five others have signified 
their intention of doing so today or 
Monday. As only twenty-five seats 
will be sold, today’s sale will probably 
dispose of practically the entire num- 
Besides this, the backers of the 
stock exchange movement are receiv- 
ing the greatest encouragement from 
all sides, practically all of the larger 
corporations of the city having signi- 
fied their intention of listing their 
stocks. 

A meeting of the promoters of the 
exchange will be held at the chamber 
of commerce rooms Tuesday afternoon, 
at which time the membership com- 
mittee apointed two weeks ago will 
make its report. It is confidently ex- 
pected that the réport will be an an- 
nouncement that every seat has been 
sold. At this meeting the president 
and board of directors will also be 
elected. 

The membership committee which 
Was appointe dat the last meeting is 
composed of A. J. Spencer, of the Rob- 
inson-Humphrey Company; H. L. 
Wiggs, of the Hiilyer Investment Com- 
pany, and A. Y. Whitman. 

In speaking of the matter Friday 
afternoon, Mr. Whitman, who has been 
identified with stock exchanges in 
more than one of the important cities 
of the union, stated that never before 
had he s@€en such encouraging pros- 
pects ag in Atlanta. 

Mr. Whitman states th@ he believes 
Atlianta’s exchange will eventually 
come to be one of the greatest in the 
country. He points out the vast area 
the exchange would have to draw from, 
no other exchanges being closer than 
New Orieans, 8t. Louis, Cincinnat!, 
Louisville ang Washington. 

The committee which ‘was appointed 
three weeks ago to draft a constitution 
and by-laws for the exchange decided 
éhat the price of seats should be $190, 
and the dues $100 annually. The pér- 
centage to be charged was also set- 
tled upon by this committee, and adopt- 
ed by the body as a whole. 

After the election of the president 
and board of directors Tuesday, there 
will be no need for further delay in 
opening the exchange save the ar- 
rangements for a hall. This, it is be- 
lieved, can be done without delay, and 
the promoters of the exchange believe 
that it will be in operation within less 
than thirty days.

With the laying of the last wood blocks on Marietta street, at 
the intersection of that thoroughfare with Tabernacle place, comes 
the completion of the first link in the repaving of one of the most 
vital traffic arteries in the city of Atlanta. 

But the work, as a whole, is but half done! 

Now comes the equally important task of carrying it forward 
from Tabernacle place to North avenue, where the county has 
agreed to assume the undertaking and pave the street straight 
through from that point to the county limits. 

As The Constitution has for many months repeatedly urged, 
neither the city council nor the property owners will be doing jus- 
tice to themselves or the city until they have made and materialized 
arrangements for the repaving the whole of Marietta street. 

The completion of the work from Peachtree to Tabernacle 
‘place is well enough as a starter. But it just BEGINS the work! 

To be of practical value, it must now be continued from that 
point to North avenue, when the county may be depended upon 
to speedily bring the job to a conclusion. 

Discharging the function of one of the four great thoroughfares 
that collect and distribute the traffic of the city, Marietta has been 
one of the most systematically neglected streets in Atlanta. 

In places between Tabernacle place and North avenue it is al- 
most impassable, cut with ruts and gullies and at all points insuf- 


ficiently paved. 
It mutist be borne in mind, also, that along this identical

and becomes a narrow street, made worse by double car tracks. 
Already council and the property owners have evidenced a dis- 
position to provide for the early completion of this important work.

AN INTERNATIONAL FARMERS’ UNION. 


The Farmers’ Union of America, undoubtedly the most pow- 
erful organization of bona fide farmers in American history, is soon 
to enter an international phase by invading the Dominion of Canada. 

That is the important news President Barrett brings with him 
as one of the results of his recent tour of the far western states. 

He spent a day in western Canada, and reports that the big 
wheat growers of that country are extremely anxious to become 
actively affiliated with the Farmers’ Union. It is, therefore, a mat- 
ter of only a few months before the constructive propaganda that 
has gone forward so phenomenally in America will begin its for- 
ward march in America’s big neighbor. 

It is interesting to speculate upon the possible international in- 
fluence to be exerted by this prospective compact. 

Necessarily, it must greatly increase the already formidable in- 
fluence of the Farmers’ Union. It is also logical to assume that 
it will bring into closer accord the business and political relations 
of the two nations, since the interests of the farmer in America and 
the farmer in Canada underlie both the wealth and the govern- 
ments of both countries. 

It is rather a far cry, of course, to the time when the Farmers’ 
Union in Canada will gain sufficient headway to become a recog- 
nizable factor in the counsels of the Dominion. But when it does, 
it is by no means inconceivable that we shall see a movement for 
a readjustment of the tariff relations now existing between the two 
governments, with profit to consumer and producer living under 
each. | 
Perhaps the most significant feature of the development, how- 
ever small in its present proportions, is the light it sheds on the 
growth of the ideas of organization and cooperation among the 
tillers of the soil. 

Organization among the farmers of America has taken up a 
permanent residence. Exerting its power in behalf of the neglected 
producer, it is already a perceptible factor in the national adminis- 
tration.

Wants to Make 
~ Harder. 


Editor: Constitution: In Monday's pa- 
per I read a very sensible article by 
Mr. A. 8. Winslow, of Clinton, 8. C., in 
which he touched upon the evils of 
child-marriages and divorces. 
Tuesday’s paper I see that the divorce 
court in Atlanta was passing upon 
forty cases as Mr. Winslow’s article 
was being read. It appears that even 
the court regards the marriage tie 
very lightly, as the paper said that 
only three or four minutes were con- 
sumed in breaking up a home, which 
ig the foundation of our. civilization. 

I have been a minister of the gospel 
for twenty-two years and nine years 
of that time have been spent in cotton 
mill villages. More deserted wives 
can be found in mill villages than any 
place I ever worked and more child 
marriages are consummated in them. 
I never did perform a marriage cere- 
mony for divorced parties and of re- 
cent years I refuse:to marry parties 
under lawful age without the pres- 
ence and consent of parent or guar~- 
dian. 

I have made a serious study of these 
evils and carefully watched their bale- 
ful influence upon our civilization. It 
is bringing part of our people to the 
level of the brute. If.agitation is need- 
ed on these evils to arouse the public 
conscience I stand ready to do all in 
my.power with pen and tongue. I 
appeal to the ministers and the press 
to take this matter up and use the At- 
lanta Spirit until results are reached. 
All people who know anything of At- 
lanta know what that spirit is. When 
Atlanta citizens want anything they 
never let up until.they get it. 

I have a‘remedy ‘if the public can 
be persuaded to adopt it. Marriages 
are too easily consummated. Here 
where I live it is less than three miles 
to the state iine and. children just slip 
out of the cotton mill and go to West 
Pomt and get a justice of the peace to 
furnish the license and authorize some 
brute to accomplish the ruin of some 
mother’s child. Such an act should not 
bé dignified by calling it-a marriage, 
for the brute hangs around the mill as 
long as the girl .and her people will 
work and feed him and then he goes to 
another mill. and repeats the same 
operation. : 

My remedy is this: Make marriages 
harder. Let: the dJegislature pass a law 
compelling. all: applications for mar- 
fiage license to be filed with the court 
thirty days defore license is granted, 
The court must then appoint a- day, 
which must be his regular court day, 
to.pass upon the application and pub- 
lish a notice in a county newspaper to 
that effect. I believe this would pre- 
vent at least 90. per cent of spurious

Almost before she recognizes that 
certain fruits and vegetables are due 
on the markets, she finds them some 
day when she is in a quandary; and 
the difficulty is forthwith solved. 

This week delicious figs, big and 
purple, came on the markets. The 
sweet <ruit which is a prime favorite 
with many people sells for 25 cents a 
basket, and the figs are full large. 

Red and black raspberries, together 
with blackBerries and huckleberries, 
now form a group of berry fruits that 
allow of a variety in serving: and at 
the same time prove inexpensive 
enough for frequent purchasing. Rasp- 
bervies are 20 cents a quart, blackber- 
ries are 165 cents, and huckleberries are 
20 eents. 

Watermelons are heginning to look 
like the real thimg—big, fine melons 
that are worth 50 and 75 cents. 

Cantelopes are getting cheaper every 

day. They are now selling three for 
25 cents. 
And the peaches are certainly justifying 
Georgia's claim to fine fruit. Daily, crate 
after crate is unloaded; and the fruit 
is now large and firm with a delicious 
favor.

A number of bDul- 
letins on tne subject have been issued 
by the bureau of soils of the United 
States department of agriculture from 
which copies can be procured by farm- 
ers and anyone interested in sofl itm 
provement. 

Lime is not used in place of manure 
or commercial fertilizers, its use be- 
ing entirely supplementary, and one 
of its chief advantages being the pow- 
er which it gives soil to retain -the 
manure or fertilizer applied to it.

CHURCH DIVIDES 


INTO2 FACTIONS 


Pastor of Grant Park Bap- 


tist Resigns. 


Body of New Members From 
Woodward Avenue Said to 
Object to Rev. Edenfield. 
Meeting Sunday Night to De- 
cide Matter. 


With its members separated into two 
factions. struggling with each other 
as to the relative merits or demerits 
of its pastor, Rev. Dempsey S. Eden- 
field, of the Grant Park Baptist church, 
at a meeting which will be held Sun- 
day night, will face a crisis which 
threatens its disruption. 

In consequence of the feeling in the 
church, Rev. Mr. Edenfield has ten- 
dered his resignation, which May or 
may not be accepted at the aforesaid 
meeting. 

According to a prominent member of 
the church who js heartily in favor of 
the present pastor, the trouble started 
when the body of 50 persons separated 
from the Woodward Avenue Baptist 
church and said that they would be 
willing to join the Grant Park Bap- 
tist church on the condition that an- 
other preacher be secured to fill the 
Pulpit of the present incumbent. A 
large number of the members of the 
Grant Park Baptist church resented 
this attempt of the prospective mem- 
bers to dictate the policy of a church 
of which they were not vet members, 
and indorsed Mr. Fidenfield. 

Not Majority of Church. 

In spite of this, at a meeting held 
on the night of Wednesday, June 8, 
&@ resolution was introduced by Dea- 
con C. A. London, which favored the 
acceptance of the seceders from the 
Woodward Avenue church. The res- 
olution was adopted by the vote of 
the majority of those present. One 
faction claims that since this meeting 
Was a small one, the result of the 
vote by no means represents the ma- 
Jority of the church members. They 
feel assured that this fact will be 
hown in the meeting of next Sunday 
night. 

When Mr. Edenfield was seen yester- 
day he admitted that his resignation 
Was partly caused by the passing of 
the resolutions. He said: 

“The people from the Woodward 
Avenue church conditioned their com- 
ing into the Grant Park church on my 
removal from the pastorate. Knowing 
that if they joined it would mean a 
great financial help to the church, 
which is in financial difficulties, I felt 
that I could not stand in the way. 
When these resolutions were passed it 
looked as though the members of my 
own church wanted me to go, and so I 
resigned. 

“Since handing in my resignation,” he 
continued, ‘‘I have given no considera- 
tion to the possible outcome of the af- 
fair, but shall wait until the result of 
Sunday’s meeting is announced. Al- 
though I had no rig segs egg in sight 
I did not hesitate to resign, as I have 
a firm faith that God will order things 
for the best.”’

CLARK WON'T URGE 
-HIS RESOLUTION. 


Regarding Acts of At- 
lanta Ice Corporation. 


Florida Representative Explains 
Reason for His Action---Gam- 
ble, of Jacksonville, Alleging 
That He Was About to Be 
“‘Squeezed,”” Made Complaint. 


Washington, June 17.—(Speciai.)— 
No report wiill be made at this session 
of congress on the resolution of Rep- 


resentative Clark, of Florida, directing ‘ 


the department of justice to make an 
investigation into the “acts and doings” 
of the Atlanta Ice and Coa! Corpora- 
tion. According to all indications it 
will rest peacefully in committee. 

The resolution is not a privileged 
resolution, and will not come up in the 
house unless ‘reported out by the ju- 
diciary committee. The next meeting 
of this committee will be held next 
Wednesday. Mr. Clark has not asked 
for a hearing on his resolution or given 
any indication of a purpose to urge it 
very strenuously. 

Clark Explains Action. 

In explaining the object of this reso- 
lution, and his reasons for asking con- 
gress to take action in the premsies, 
instead of making complaint directly 
to the department of justice, Mr. Clark 
said: ‘‘Robert Gamble, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., appealed to me to take this ac- 
tion to keep him from being crushed 
by the Atlanta concern. It seems that 
Mr. Gamble was given the alternative 
of joining the Atlanta combine and ac- 
cepting stock in the Atlanta Ice and 
Coal Corporation, or have them as com- 
petitors in his own field. He asked to 
be permitted to examine the books of 
the Atlanta corporation, to aid him in 
making a’decision. This was refused 
him, and he was told he must accept 
stock for his property to the amount of 
its value, as appraised by Mr. Wood- 
ruff. Therefore, he decided to fight th< 
combine which was trying to crush 
him.”’

Sean Francisco, June 17.—Despite the 
fact that Tex Rickard positively stated 
early today that the Jeffries-Johnson 
fight would be held in Goldfield, Nev.,. 
the sporting world is unconvincel 
There is a lingering suspicion, and a 
strong one, that Reno will be the bat- 
tleground. 

Rickard’s announcement was made 
this morning on receipt of a telegram 
from Maurice Sullivan, a merchant of 
Goldfield. It contained an offer of 
$120,000 for the fight and Rickard, 
without a moment's hesitation, declared 
for Goldfield. 

The promoter, however, knows the 
danger and inconvenience of definite 
statements. He immediately quvalified 
his decision with the phrase “if no 
higher bid is received from a Nevada 
town.’ No sooner had word of Rick- 
ard’s action reached Nevada than the 
wires were buried with messages of 
protest and entreaty from Reno and 
Ely. 

Rickard's office was swamped with 
messages and while few of these have 
been made public, it is suxe that strong 
guarantees back the requests that the 
fight be taken to one of these places. 
So determined was the opposition to 
Goldfield by the other Nevada towns 
that the promoter practically yielded in 
the afternoon. He informed urgent pe- 
titioners in Reno and Ely that he woul4 
listen to what they had to say Sunday 
night in Reno. This notice was also 
conveyed to Goldfield, and committees 
from each of the three Nevada towns 
will be at Reno Sunday when Rickard 
arrives from San Francisco. 

Conference Sunday. 

The matter of the fight site will be 
considered at a joint conference Sun- 
day night. Judging from Rickard’s 
wily qualification of his decision to- 
day the meeting will be an auction, at 
which the much-desired prize will go 
to the highest bidder. 

Rickard said tonight that nothing 
new had arisen to alter his plans since 
he arranged for the conference. ,He 
spent a busy day reading and answer- 
ing telegrams, not forgetting to keep 
a wary eye upon the progress of the 
controversy between Governor Gillett 
and Fromoter Louis Blot over the 
Langford - Kaufman “contest.” Upon | 
the outcome of that dispute, which will 
be settled, before his departure for 
Reno, the future of Rickard’s big show 
rests. 

The promoter kept careful watch of 
the astonishing developments in the 
case, but held himself completely aloof 
from the controversy and from all per- 
sons concerned therein. 

He has ventured no opinion upon 
Blot’s troubles nor discussed the effect 
upon the big fight, but he has not lost 
sight of a move in the game. 

The outcome of the fight will, of 
course, bear weight with Rickard dur- 
ing the Reno council of war, but in 
view of the governor’s avowed de- 
termination to stop all fighting in Cali- 
fornia it is virtually certain that a 
Nevada town will be named as the 
scene of the fight, probably Reno, des- 
pite Rickard’s statement to the con- 
trary.

New York, June 17.—After a com- 
parative quiet and featureless early 
Session today’s cotton market became 
excited, owihg to rumors that indict- 
ments were to be asked for in the 
cotton pool case and there was a sen- 
sational] break in the late trading which 
carried July cotton off to a net loss of 
‘about $1.50 per bale. Covering and a 
renewal of bull support caused a rally 
in the last few minutes and. despite 
general nervousness the closing tone 
was steady at a net loss of only ¢@ 
20 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2@9 points, in response to 
lower Liverpool cables and scattering 
liquidation, which was also inspired by 
the more favorable map. But the im- 
provement in weather conditions was 
offset by a bullish private condition 
report placing the average condition 
of: the crop at 80.8 per cent, against a 
condition of 80.4 per cent reported by 
the same authority toward the end of 
last month, thus indicating an im- 
provement of only 4-10 of 1 per cent 
during the period between May 25 and 
June 10. This was undoubtedly a sur- 
prise to recent sellers who had been 
operating in expectation of a bearish 
July bureau and caused enough cover- 
ing to steady the market during the 
middie of the day, the more particular- 
ly as leading bulls bid for larke blocks 
of July alt daeeat whenever the mar- 
ket showed any sign of weakness: In 
the last hour, however, rumors that 
indictments had been found against 
the bull leaders started general old 
crop liquidation, as a result of which 
July cotton sold off to 14.81 and Au- 
gust to 14.35, or 29@31 points net 
lewer. The new’ crop sympathized to

SMALLEST DAY’S TRADE 
IN NEARLY TEN YEARS 


Stock Market Was Nearly at a 
Standstill-- lanations 
Offered for It. 


New York, June 17.—Dealings in 
stocks today in the usually active hour 
fell below a hundred thousand shares, 
the second hour’s business contracted 
to one-fourth of that amount and that 
meager figure shrank by one-third 
again during the noon hour. Trans- 
actions in less than nine thousand 
shares in a period of an hour comes 
as near idleness as often occurs on the 
floor of the New York stock exchange. 
The aggregate for the day was less 
than 200,000 shares, the smallest day’s 
business for nearly two years, a mid- 
summer day in 1908, blocking the 
range of the comparison with a total 
of 73,000. None of the explanations

offered were very convincing. The 
gioomy, oppressive weather was held 
partly responsible. The observance 
of Bunker Hill Day, in Boston, de- 
prived the market of what has been 
a principal source of business lately, 
centering in the copper group. The 
interruption of Boston business re- 
lieved the coppers from some pressure 
and opened the day to their moderate 
recovery. The approaching enactment 
of the railroad law was cited as an- 
other repressive factor. President 
Ripley, of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, was authority for the state- 
ment that hig company was waiting 
to see how the new law works before 
going on with improvements, in view 
of its “drastic provisions.” 

The operations of railroad presi- 
dents under the new law and their 
opinions regarding it interest the stock 
market element as much as the law it- 
self. . The home-coming of ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt wag another subject 
discussed as helping to hold up the 


stock market activity. The strength 
shown by the coppers was influenced 
directly by the reports of encourage- 
ment abroad over the course of that 
trade. and also by the requirements 
of a short interest amongst foreigners 
in copper mining shares. The price 
of. .the metal rebounded in 
London. 

Money conditions excited only lan- 
guid interest, {In view of the stagnant 
condition of the stock market, Prelim- 
inary estimates of the week’s curren- 
cy movemeént promised another sub- 
stantia! increase in New York bank- 
ing cash, subtreasury operations for 
the week contributing to the showing. 
The. upward tendency of foreign ex- 
change rates was ascribed to demand

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 


New York, June 17.—Pricts have 
given way, owing to what - many regard 
as a more favorable crop outlook, to 
say nothing of the spread of the cur- 
tailment policy “or the mills of 
this country and liquidation by local, 
southern and western houses. To many 
it looks as though the high cost of 
living, to say nothing of the present 
relatively high prices of cotton, were 
offse’,ing the strong statistical posi- 
tior #4 home and abroad. Even Liver- 
Pp As beginning to halt and Manches- 
ter complains. Spot sales at Liver- 
pool 6f late have dropped to 5,000 bales 
in a day and Manchester reports that 
business is less active., Reports 
from the south, including some from 
New Orleans, insist that the condition 
of the crop west of the Mississippi 
river is decidedly better than it was a 

ear ago and the consensus of opinion 

s that there will be a material in- 
crease in the acreage in that section. 
The spot markets at the south are 
said to be quiet. Speculation has lag- 
ged. If bears have not been unduly 
aggressive the outside public has 
touched the market gingerly. Bulls 
have given determined support when 
the market seemed to need it most and 
from time to time Wall street shorts 
and others have deemed it prudent to 
cover. Heavy rains have prevailed in 
Georgia and the Carolinas, where clear 
weather is apparently much needed. 
There have been some complaints, too, 
of damage by weevil in Louisiana, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. Moreover, there 
has been a rapid decrease in the certifi- 
cated stock at New York. Cotton has 
been steadily = out to Europe 
and some recent large holders now 
own no cotton here. Liverpool and 
Philadelphia have been buying. Bulls 
maintain that the statistical position 
is so strong that its effect must be- 
come apparent in the near future. Ca- 
nadians insisted, too, that a very large 
short interest remains uncovered in 
the July option. No large quantity 
of new cotton will be available, it is 
contended, for this country, before Oc- 
tober 1 or for Europe before October 
168 and there are those who believe 
that the pinch of scarcity may be 
severely felt before those dates at 
home and abroad. Today prices de- 
clined, especially on the old crop 
months, mainly owing to reports that 
leading bulls had been indicted. This 
led to heavy general selling.
